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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Action Background 

1. This action is responsive to the Request for Continued Examination, filed 
on 4/3/2006. 

2. Applicant has amended claims 40-42, 44, 52-55, 57 and 58. 

3. Claims 40-58 are pending in the case, claims 40, 52, 54 and 57 are 
independent claims. 

4. A request for continued examination filed under 37 CFR 1.114, including 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after a final 
rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 
CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office Action (dated 1/11/2006) has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 

5. The examiner's rejection of claims 57 and 58, made under 35 USC 112, 
related to new matter and indefiniteness is withdrawn in view of the 
amendment to the claims. 

6. The examiner's rejection of claims 40-47, 51, 52 and 54, made under 35 
USC 102(e), as being anticipated by McNally et al., US Patent 6,384,850 is 
withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. 
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7. The examiner's rejection of claim 48, made under 35 USC 103(a), as 
being unpatentable over McNally in view of Mundell et al., US Patent 
6,549,890 is withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. 

8. The examiner's rejection of claims 49, 50, 53, 55 and 56, made under 35

Reasons for Allowance 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 40, 52, 54 and 57, the prior art of record 

neither anticipates nor suggests to a person of ordinary skill, at the time the 
invention was made, the claimed method, article of manufacture or system of 
utilizing a plurality of menus to access selected data in a menu database by 
using a database record, a menu template and a menu template modifier to 
recreate a previously developed menu, based upon a user selection of the 
previously developed menu, further including displaying the menu to the user 
where the user selects a menu item associated with an event, and causing 
the event associated to the menu item to occur.
